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Health Department issuing imminent 
danger order to combat designer drugs

Within two weeks, local law 
enforcement officials will have the 
authority to take synthetic drugs, 
which are endangering the lives of 
teens and adults, off the shelves of 
local businesses. 


The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, at their regular 
monthly meeting last week, sup- 
ported District Health Department 
#10 with moving forward to declare 
the sale and use of synthetic and 
designer drugs as an imminent dan- 
ger. The order would allow law 


enforcement officers to remove 
products from businesses’ shelves 
and charge and fine people who pos- 
sess and use the drugs. 

Specifically, the order would ban 
the sale and use of synthetic mari- 
Juana, called spice or K2, which is 
sold as potpourri or incense. Bath 


salts would also be banned by the 
order. 

Baths salts contain a number of 
synthetic chemicals — including 
Methylene-dioxypyrovalerone or 
Methyl-methcathinone, which are 
both strong stimulants.

Michigan Department of 
Community Health officials 
said that use of bath salts 
can Cause an increased heart 
rate, chest pains, dizziness, 
delusions, panic attacks, 
nose bleeding and nausea. 
Patients ingesting these 
chemicals can be extremely 
paranoid and may not 
respond to usual sedatives. 
Some have been involved in 
homicides and suicides 
while under the influence. 
describe being 
chased by demons, gods, 
aliens or foreign soldiers. 
Severe cases may require 
long-term psychiatric care. 
Linda Van Gills, chief 
health officer for District 
Health Department #10, 


said Marquette, Huron, 
Gladwin and Tuscola 
Counties have already 


declared imminent danger 
orders through their Health 
Departments to combat the 
sale and use of the sub- 
stances, 

Crawford County 
Prosecutor Everette “Trey” 
Ayers said use of the drugs 
can cause liver failure, kid- 
ney failure, death, violent 
behavior and long-term 
mental illness. 

“It’s seriously one of the 
most dangerous things I’ve 
ever seen,” Ayers said. 

Just last week, a Grayling 
High School (GHS) student 
nearly overdosed after 
using bath salts. 

Several school, court and 
law enforcement officials 
attended the county board’s 
meeting last week, urging 
the county to take a stand 
against the drugs. 

“We’re not blind to it any- 
more and we’re not going 
to sit on it anymore,” said 
GHS Assistant Principal 
Tim Sanchez. “We need 
something to be done, We 
were this close to losing a 
student two days ago and 
we don’t want to wait for 
that to happen until we take 
action.” 

Students have been 
caught under the influence 
or im possession of bath 
salts. 

“Someone is going to 
die,’ GHS Principal Donna

Boughner said. “It’s some 
bad stuff. It messes with 
their brain and we’ve see 
aggression at the high 
school.” 

Boughner said about 20 
students have used bath 
salts. School officials have 
been eying student behavior 
and tracking their perfor- 
mance in the classroom. 

“Their grades are just 
tailing off,’ Boughner said. 

Shelley Hubbard, a certi- 
fied prevention specialist 
with Catholic Human 
Services, said two known 
cases resulting from bath 
salt use have been reported 


from Mercy ~ Hospital 
Grayling's Emergency 
Room. 


“Cheinicals is all it really 
is and they were never 
meant to be ingested,” 
Hubbard said. 

Crawford County 
Sheriff’s Deputy Ryan 
Finstrom, a former investi- 
gator on the Strike 
Investigative Narcotics 
Team (STING), said a case 
in Clare County regarding 
bath salt usage involved a 
young man who jumped off 
a roof, was tasered by 
police twice at the same 
time and still remained 
combative. A case in 
Missaukee County involved 
a teen, who stabbed his 
brother, but had no recollec- 
tion of his actions. 

On May 26, police shot 
and killed a man, who was 
eating the flesh from anoth- 
er man’s face while under 
the influence of bath salts, 
in a bizarre Miami incident. 

Finstrom said stores use 
similar drug terminology 
and lingo to entice people to 
experiment with the drugs. 

Stores circumvent laws, 
which were placed on the 
books in 2010, by stating 
they do not contain certain 
ingredients or are not for 
human: consumption. Ayers 
said businesses claim the 
substances are bath salts, 
cleaners or organic plant 
food. 

While stores claim that 
the drugs are not schedule- 
one or schedule-two drugs, 
which are controlled sub- 
stances, Ayers said that is 


not often the case. He said 
he is charging one girl who 
used bath salts. The sub- 
stance used, which was test- 
ed by the Michigan State 


Police Crime Lab, had, 


materials classifying it as a 
schedule-one drug. 

“I think they might be 
changing the label but I 
don’t believe they’re chang- 
ing the product,” Ayers 
said. 

Ayers said the girl was 
awake for five days and 
ended up calling the potice 
on herself because she 
believed someone was 
breaking into her car. 

With the imminent dan- 
ger order, Ayers said he can 
charge a person with a mis- 
demeanor, which can result 
in being sentenced up to 90 
days in jail and fines rang- 
ing from $200 to $2,000. 
Fines for businesses, can be 
racked up based upon the 
amount of drugs the busi- 
nesses have. 

“The fines is where we 
can get the businesses, 
when we can start smacking 
them around monetarily,” 
Ayers said, 

Terry Beardslee, vice 
chairman of the Crawford 
County Board of 
Commissioners, was 
shocked that the dangerous 


drugs are so readily avail- 


able. 

“Pm appalled that this 
stuff is even out there and 
allowed to be on the mar- 
ket,” Beardslee said. 

Van Gills said she would 
deliver the imminent danger 
order to the county in one to 
two weeks. The order can 
be issued through the state’s 
Public Health Code as_ part 
of emergency preparedness 
planning. 

“| just want to make sure 
legally, we have everything 


_ in place,” Van Gills said. 


Ayers said some busi- 
nesses have been making up 
to $10,000 a month by sell- 
ing the drugs. 

“That’s hard to stop,” he 
said. “That’s good money.” 

Beardstee said he was not 
concerned with small busi- 


‘ness owners, who still have 


an inventory of the drugs on 
hand, before or when 


authorities start enforcing 
the order. 

“If they want to sell this 
stuff, shame on them. If 
they want to take the risk, 
let them pay the price,” 
Beardslee said. 

Hubbard said officials 
must also remain at the 
forefront in the fight to 
combat the illegal use of 
prescription drugs. 

In 2006, Hubbard said 
Michigan was one of 16 


‘states, where more people 


died from prescription drug 
use than car accidents. She 
said a 17-year-old person 
and a 27-year-old person 
have died in Crawford 
County in recent months 
due to prescription drug 
overdoses. 

Hubbard said the pre- 
scription drug take-back 
program, conducted by the 
Crawford County Sheriff’s 
Office, resulted in removing 
24 pounds of prescription 
drugs from homes. 

The Crawford County 
Commission on Aging 
recently received a 
Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality 
grant. The grant will pay for 
installation of drug take- 
back drop boxes at the 
Crawford County Sheriff’s 
Office and the Grayling 
City Police Department. 

‘We do have to be vigi- 
lant and we do need to keep 
talking to people about 
what an issue it is for peo- 
ple when they become 
addicted to pain killers and 
also to tranquilizers as 
well,” Hubbard said. 

Hubbard said that teens, 
who use and traffic pre- 
scription drugs, steal them 
from their grandparents, 
parents or get them from 
friends. She said the teens 
can get the drugs within a 
matter of minutes.) 1 0 

“They cai get their hands 
on anything they want to get 
their hands on,” Hubbard 
said. 

Rick Anderson, chairman 
of the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners, 
urged parents to discuss the 
recent prevalence of drug 
use with educators and law 
enforcement officers.

Two applicants are vying 
to fill a vacancy on the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners. 

Grayling 
Township residents Tom 
Cogswell and Cheryl 
Ruicy have filed applica- 
tions to serve seven months 
of an un-expired term on 
the board. 

Dave Stephenson, who 
served on the county board 
since 2003, was forced to 
resign from the board on 
Tuesday, May 15. 
Stephenson, who has been 
chairman of the board for 
several years, and his wife, 
Ann have built a new 
house. The home is in 
Crawford County’s Sixth 
District, which covers 
Lovells Township and the 
eastern portion of Grayling 
Charter Township. 

By filing his paperwork 
to run in the sixth district, 
Stephenson had to resign 
from the board. 
Stephenson was elected to 
serve on the board in 
Crawford County’s Fifth 
District, which covers a 
portion of Grayling Charter 
Township located northeast 
of the City of Grayling. 

Cogswell interviewed to 
fill the vacancy on the 
board last week. Ruley did 
not attend the meeting due 
to an emergency, said Rick 
Anderson, chairman of the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners. 

Cogswell moved to 
Otsego County in 1963. He

has been married to his 
wife, Janet, who grew up on 
the AuSable River, for 38 
years. In 2001, the couple 
moved to a home on the 
river in Crawford County. 

Cogswell served eight 
years on the Otsego County 
Board of Commissioners. 
Prior to that, he served four 
years on the Hayes 
Township Board. 

“T had a lot of fun doing 
that and learned a tremen- 
dous amount about how 
government works,” 
Cogswell said. 

Cogswell served on the 
Otsego County Board, 
when the Otsego County 
Animal Shelter adopted a 
no-kill policy. The county 
was able to stop euthaniz- 
ing animals through a vol- 
unteer, non-profit organiza- 
tion called Friends for Life. 
Now, people include dona- 
tions to support the no-kill 
policy in their estate plan- 
ning. 

Cogswell said he wants 
to learn the policies of the 
board and learn about the 
county’s budget. 

“T want to come on and 
be a team player,” he said. 

Cogswell was on the 
Otsego County Board, 
when the 46 Trial Court, 
which covers Crawford, 
Kalkaska and Otsego 
Counties, was implement- 
ed. The project, initiated by 
the Michigan Supreme 
Court, consolidated family, 
district and circuit courts in 
the three counties. 

Cogswell said he was not 
in favor of consolidating 


the courts. 

“My opinion is it’s hard 
enough to get one board to 
agree on something,” he 
said. “When you bring in 
three boards, it’s not going 
to happen.” 

Cogswell said he 
believed more ground rules 
needed to be established 
and that all fiscal decisions 
regarding the court system 
should have been unani- 
mous. Cogswell had left his 
seat on the Otsego County 
Board before the 46th 
Circuit Trial Court and 
Otsego County filed law- 
suits against Crawford and 
Kalkaska Counties. 
Ultimately, Crawford and 
Kalkaska Counties _ pre- 
vailed in the lawsuits, 
which went to the 
Michigan Supreme Court. 
The victory meant that the 
counties did not have to pay 
costly pension and health 
care costs to the court 
employees. The three coun- 
ties, however, did have to 
pay over $2 million in legal 
fees incurred by the 46th 
Circuit Trial Court. 

As a member on the 
Michigan United 
Conservation Club’s Board 
of Directors, Cogswell was 
the only member on a com- 
mittee that did not support a 


proposal to block the 
expansion of Camp 
Grayling. 


“You've got to support 
your troops,” he said. 

In her application to the 
board, Ruley said she has 
been a resident of the 
Grayling Charter Township 


for almost 17 years. As a 
staff writer for the 
Crawford County 


Avalanche for seven years, 
Ruley said she is familiar 
with the county board’s 
policies and procedures. 

Ruley said she has fur- 
thered her knowledge of 
county operations as the 
executive director of the 
Crawford County United 
Way and as a member of 
the volunteer board of 
directors for 211 for 
Northeast Michigan, 

Finally, Ruley said she is 
familiar with the county’s 
priorities and fiscal deci- 
sions that have to be made 
while serving on the 
Crawford County Library 
Board of Trustees for eight 
years. 

The county board will 
hold a special meeting at 5 
p-m. on Thursday, June 14, 
to give Ruley a chance to 
interview for the vacancy. 

The county has only 30 
days to fill the vacancy, or it 
would be forced to hold a 
special election. 

Anderson said he is leav- 
ing the appointment up to 
the discretion of the board. 
Anderson and Cogswell are 
facing each other for the 
Fifth District 
Commissioner’s seat on the 
Aug. 3 primary election 
ballot. 

“T don’t have a dog in the 
hunt,” Anderson said.

County donates airplane fuel tanks

BIG TIME politics can be a dan- 
gerous business. 


A case in point is the defeat of 


tong time US Sen. Dick Lugar in 
the recent Indiana Republican pri- 
mary. 

Once mayor of Indianapolis, Mr. 
Lugar won his first term in the US 
Senate 36 years ago, is sometimes 
chair of the Senate Foreign Affairs 
committee, and has made signifi- 
cant contributions in nuclear disar- 
mament and some fields of nation- 
al interest. 

This year Sen. Lugar became a 
target by the far right wing of the 
Republican Party. Although he has 
a 77 percent lifetime rating from 
the American Conservative Union, 
apparently he was not far right 
enough. 

So big money flowed into 
Indiana from right wing Super 
PACs, including the Club for 
Growth, disparaging Mr. Lugar 
and his record with an incessant 
negative campaign. Beneficiary of 
the right wing attacks was the pri- 
mary winner, State Treasurer 
Richard Mourdock, a tea party 
favorite.

IN MICHIGAN, US Rep. Fred 
Upton of St. Joseph is fighting off 
a similar battle, as down-the-line 
Republican purists consider Rep. 
Upton not conservative enough. 
The Club for Growth, as in 
Indiana, is dousing the district 
with negative campaigning that 
often stretches truth about the 
Upton record. 

Fred Upton has been a good, 
sound, visible congressman for 
southwestern Michigan since first

: To God be the Glory! God has 
blessed Calvary Baptist Church 
with a new multipurpose building 
located behind the main church 
facility. We first had a vision for 
such a building back in the 80’s to 
mect the needs of our growing 
AWANA Clubs and Calvary 
Baptist Academy, But finances 
became limited to the point we 
temporarily lost that vision. We 
assuming God did not want us to 
have it. Suddenly, years later, an 
anonymous donor gave us a large 
check with the suggestion we use 
it to build a gym. So God 
renewed our vision, The church 
officers spent weeks visiting 
gyms throughout northern 
Michigan for ideas of what to 
build. Finally we reached a deci- 
sion that would incorporate what 
we considered the best features 
from each building. We hired pro- 
fessionals (o put together our 
plans. 

Just as the original structure 
was taking shape a severe wind- 
storm hit the Grayling area doing 
damage to several buildings. The 
walls and roof trusses of our 
building were alinost all ia place 
but not secure enough to with- 
stand the storm. The roof trusses 
which twisted in the storm fetla 
few days later wrecking the entice 
structure. Our insuranee compa- 
ny would not allow anything to 
be touched until they finished 
their decisions. Winter was com- 
ing on and soon snow and ice 
covered the entire mess. There 
were 3 insurance companies sup- 
posedly covering the building, 
the insurance company of the 
church, the builder, and the con- 
sultant. None would accept 
responsibilily for the damages. 

The church officers wrestled 
with a decision, shall we bulldoze 
the entire mess and forget the 
vision, or shall we try to contin- 
uc. We decided to pursue the 
vision, By refusing responsibility 
the insurance companies forced 
us to file legal action in the local 
court. The court set up mediation 
wrangements and we received 
back a small portion of what we 
had Jost. We borrowed money 
from a local bank to clean up the 
mess and = start rebuilding. 
Without request, many individa- 
als donated thousands of dollars 
worth oof omatertals toward 
rebuilding the gym. Most of the 
manoal labor in) reconstructing 
and finishing the building was 
from many thousands of hours of
